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1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 28-55 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b or e) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Makita et al. 
(2003/0017236) or Kelders et al. (6,135,275), cited herein. With respect to Makita 
the device as recited on line 1 of claim 28 reads on the combination of elements 2 
and 3. The lid as claimed reads on element 3. Thus the claimed movable projection 
reads on portions of element 2 against which the outer edges of closure 6 of the lid 
bear to open the compartment. Accordingly these outer edges of closure 6 meet the 
requirement for the engagement means as recited in claim 28. With respect to 
claim 48 the projection reads on element 6 of Makita since it can be considered 
broadly as being "associated" with the receptacle. The requirements of claim 49 
are believed to be clearly met by Makita based on the operation of the device as 
disclosed in the reference and the explanation above. 

With regard to the rejection over Kelders the receptacle of claim 28 is the 
lower container 2. At least movable stop 23 meets the requirement for the claimed 
movable projection. Thus at least cam 22 meets the requirement in claim 28 for 
engagement means. With regard to claim 48 any relevant part of lower closure 4 
meets the requirement for a projection associated with the receptacle 2. Then the 
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movable projection is a stop 23. moved by cam 22 of lid (1, 3 and 5) into a position 
to open the lid. As described in the reference the relevant parts are turned 
unidirectionally, as recited in claim 49. 

It would also have been obvious in view of the teaching in each reference to 
provide any of the devices disclosed therein with conventional elements of the 
claims later deemed to be missing from the references, for the purpose of 
improving the functioning of the relevant device. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 28-55 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL.
